Colonel White: 

Reported that in view of the approval to grant medical 
benefits to dependents of our people serving overseas the 
question had been raised as to whether medical evaluation 
and/or screening of these dependents should be made prior to 
departure to overseas stations and if so, should this evaluation 
be performed by our medical staff or if preferred by the 
dependents, by their private physicians. The Director said it 
would help if such evaluation were made by private physicians. 
However, should dependents so request, the examination would 
be performed by the Agency Medical Staff, The Director commentec 
that possibly a medical form to be completed by dependents might 
suffice for some locations. 
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
